Ill-Health of American Women.. 


Tho correspondent of the Independent, who 


has been lately entertaining the readers of 
thnt paper with the notes of, his pedestrian 
tour in Europe,'has returned homo and gives 
in.his lust communication some of the " first 
impressions" which .home mode upon his mind 
after so long a sojourn in foreign. countries. 
Above/all, the want' of national health, and 
partieulhrly-tlw-almost universal ill-health of 
American ladies, struck him most forcibly.— 
On this subject he says: 


"I sat down with a lady lately, nnd out of 


a wide circle of acquaintances i"n every part 
of the country, wo attempted to reckon thu 
healthy, nnd ; we could not think of more 
than three really healthy womnn. 
What is 


the rule in Europe, seems the exception here. 
The ladies come before one hero an more fine, 
more delicate—yes, generally with more of n 
curtain graceful beauty, than in England or 
Germany, but with far low robust health.— 
Thu-ru are BO few full'.-healthy complexions or 
vi«pr«is forms. 
Thoso who are well nre so 


plainly .weak, with constitutions' which tlm 
first rude shock of pain'or exposure will shat- 
ter. And this does not seem eonfined to one 
class. Indeed, it is even more true of the 
village than of "the ciiy. The pale, worn 
looks of the mechanics' wives, or the tnckly 
faces which you see in so many a farmer's 
household, bliow it sadly enough. It is very 
seldom, indeed, one passes through a villages 
here, whore the ruddy complexion, the bright 
glniice 'of health, the full developed furm 
meet the eye, tin they do so invariably in the' 
European villages."

ance, that we extract two or'three other 
passages of the same article. With reference to 
the cause of the general decny of health, the 
author observes:
